I tliinU it was this half confidence of 


his, 
which 1 never abused, for 1 never 


told this story tilt now, which after- 
ward made us fjreat friends. Ue was 
very kind to me. 
When \ve parted 


from him in St. Thomas harbor at the 
end of our cruise 1 was more sorry 
than 1 cftii tell. 1 was very jrlad to 
meet him :i}r:iin in 1SL!U, and later in life, 
when 1 thought I had some luiiuewu 
in Washington. I luuvetl heaven and 
earth to have him discharged. But it 
; 


was like jjeftins; a ;;host out of prison . 
They pretended there was no such man 
and never was such a man. They will , 
say so at the department now! 


There is a story thnt Nolan met Burr 


once on one o£ our vessels, when a 
party of Americans came on board in 
the Mediterranean. l>ut this 1 believe 
to be a lie; or. rather, it is a myth, well 
found, involving a in meudous blowing 
up with which lie sunk Burr—asking 
him how 
he liked to be "wituout a '. 


country." 


After that cruise I never saw Nolan 


again. 1 wrote to him at least twice a 
year, for in that \ oyai;e we became even 
confidentially intimate; but he never 
wrote to me. The other men tell me 
that in those fifteen years he a seel very ' 
fast And mm' it seems the dear old i 
fellow is dead. lie has found a home i 
at last, and a country. 


Since writing this 
1 have received , 


from Danforth. who is on board the 
Levant, a letter which j;ives an ac- 
count of Nolan's last hours. It removes i 
all my doubts about; telling this story. I 


To understand the first words of the '. 


letter the tiosiprofessional reader should

Nolan in 


charge was one of the greatest deli- 
cacy.
